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ARE YOU GETTING YOUR 
2 HOURS LEAVE WITH PAY ? 


There is a law on the books in the 
State of Califomia of uMch most 
people have been denied knowïedge. 
This law concerns the right all werk¬ 
ing people in Califomia to have two 
hours off from tkeir jobs duringpolit¬ 
ica! elections , so that they may have 
ample time to vote, The two kours 
are to be granted by employers, with¬ 
out loss of pay to the employee, 

Because this information has been 
kept from the voting public T the Black 
Panther Party is printing the follow - 
ing, so tlmt werkers in the State of 
Califomia wilt be informed of their 
leg is late d righls; 

A worker may take off as <f much 
time, without loss of pay, as wül, 
when added to his voting time out¬ 
side his working hours, enable him 
to vote/' (Cal. Elections C. 14440)* 
The time taken off carmot exceed twu 
hours and must occur either at the 
beg inning or at the end of the em- 
ployee s general werking shift. The 
code aéction applies only to generai, 
direct primary, and presidential pri- 
mary elections. Ho wever, co aval! 
himself of this provision, the worker 
has one obligation: on the third working 
day before the election he must give 
hie employer notice that he des Ir es co 
take off the two hours from work. 

Although Inidally the statute was 
construed to apply only to chose wolk¬ 
ers who do not “have sufficiënt time 
outside of their wnrkïng hours to vore/* 
the CaUfornia Court of Appeals, in 
Benane v, International Harvester Co. 
(142 CA 2d Supp. 874, 299 P. 2d 
750, 1956), held that any employee was 
enritled to avaü himself of this pro- 
vision, irrespective of whether he had 
sufficiënt time outside of working 
hours to vote. Furthermore, the Leg- 
islature amended the sectlon in 1953, 
delering a paragraph which restrlcced 
this right to those workers who did 
not have four consecutive hours be- 
tween the opening of the polls and the 
beginning of work or the end of their 
shift and che closing of the polls. 
Echoing this liberalizaïion of the sta* 
tute, the Attorney General has held 
that all employees are enrirletl ro two 
hours off without loss of pay, irre- 
specitvê of whether the perlod is 

necessary co vote. (20 Op. Atty, Genl, 
18$,) 

Pue to this llberalization and the 
Benane decision, there appears co be

In addUion, the employer must, at 
least ten days before the election, 
post a notice listing the provlsions 
of Elec. Code 144CK) in a conspicu- 
ous place at werk, if practicable, or 
where it can be scen by workers com¬ 
ing or tleparting from Work. (Cal. 
Election C, 14401). W1LLFÜL F ALL¬ 
URE TO FOLLOW THE FROV1SI0N5 
OF THE ELECTION CODE IS PUN- 
LSHABLE DY A FINE NOT EXCEED- 
INC $1000. AND/OR LMPRISONMENT 
m 11 IE STATE PENITENTIAIR FOR 
A PERIOD NOT EXCEEDING FIVE 
YB ARS. (Cal. Elections Code 29001. 
See also: Bsnane v. International Har¬ 
vester, supra,} Tuis provision of the 
Election Code is considered part of 
every empioyment contract, whether 
or not lt Is tncorpor^êd into the 


contract. (BaHarim, In BehBlfof Lodge 
1327, InternatT Ass*n of Madiinists v. 
Schlage Lock Co., 100 C.A, 2d Supp. 
859, 226 P. 2d 771, 1951), and cannot 
be waived by a collectlve bargalning 
agreement. 

If an employer bas been informed 
of this dury to post ihe election notice, 
and either refuses to poSE the notice 
or allow his employee time off to 
vote, the employees or any Citizen 
may have an IrtipHed civil remedy for 
danaages agatnst the employer. (C.f. 
Montalvo v. Zamora, 7 C.A.3d 69, 
79 cal, Rpcr. 77, 1969). In |he alter-

tigence, the plate begon to later cause

Preséiitiy, members of the Black 
Panther Party and Commumty Werk¬ 
ers at the Spurgeon ‘ ‘Jake’* Winters 
PeopleJs Free Medical Care Center 
have been as sist ing Fay Hughley in 
binding help for her son Jamal, 

The worst part about Brother Jamal 
Hughley' s suffering M his family’ $ suf - 
f er ing, however, is that it is not an 

unusual situalion for Black and j boor 
people in this count ry* Many more 
people in Black and oppressed com- 
munities are the victims of racist 
medical negligence and mal-practice 
on the part of doctors and ho$püals t 
who are not operating to maintain 
a high lavet af comrmtnüy health, 
but to rip off a high tevel of the 
cammunüy's wealth. 


A reviêw of JamaTs family shows 
a history of mediaal problems caused 
by racist medical practices.

Comrade Smokey questioned the hospital as to the whole diagnosis; the alleged 
"necessity” of her having a complete hysierectomy, at 23 years o/age , 


member of the Black Panrher Party, 
had been feeling very poorly for some 
time, and had been experiencing a 
great deal of pain in her lower abdo¬ 
men, She had previouslyhad trouble 
with infectlone in her reproduccive 
organs, and it was decided that she 
should be hospitaliïed, before her 
condition grew worse, 

Comrade Lula, whom herComrades 
call ''Smokey" 1 , was admitted to Mof- 
fitt Hospital, in San Francisco, on 
June 28th, 1972, Moffitt Hospital is a 
University of Califomia teaching hos¬ 
pital. With a reputaüon among racista 
as one of the top ten hospitals in the 
country, Moffitt is, in realtty, an 
experlmental haven for 4 *Dr m Frank¬ 
enstein' 1 personalities, who dpn’t mind 
testing their cheories on Black and 
oppressed people. What transpired 
whlle Comrade Smokey lay helpless 
in that hospital is a classic study 
in raeism and Black Genocide, She 
was ïind ro. Impraperly diagnosed, 
harassed by the FJ3,1*, inauited and 
ignored by racist doctors and nurses, 
and fihally, on July 6th, was almosc 
rushed out of the hospita! after being 
iseued *’clearaace M for an early re¬ 
lease. Comrades who went to visit 
Smokey at Moffitt Hospital hrought 

back reports of the lack of concern 
and even open hostility exhïbited by 
the hospital's staff towards Smokey, 
and all of the poor and oppressed 
patients rhere, in general. 

The foÜQWmg is Comrade Smokey's 
personal account of the fascist ordeal 
to which she was subjected at Moffitt 
Hospital as told to the Black P amber 
Inrercpmmunal News Service and Re¬ 
porter Mei Knox (Note: The quoted 
conversatioDs between Smokey and 
her doctor are documented on tape 

record ings # ): 

The initial diagnosis l receiued at 
Moffitt, after l xms examined by a 
Dr. George Me lady and a couple of 
students, fiound that my uterus was 
retroverted to such a point as fo be 
completety tumed upside doum, hound 
in that pQsitian by scar tissue as a 
result of hoving constant infections. 
Now, they atso diagnosed , ai the time, 
that at least the right tube and the 
right ovary werd so badly diseased 
that antibiotica were no tonger able 
to remove the infection ; that they 
could only remove the surface symp- 
lotns of the infection; and that the 
infection itself mis imbedded within 


the organs, so it was necessavy, in 
order to stop ihe recurrence of the 
infections, to remove those organs 
completely , 

Now , yesterday, when I talked with 
Dr , Donatd Galen , vMo is the Chief 
Resident Gynecologist here t and who 
was supposed to pevform the surgery, 
a complete hysterectomy, they were 
supposed to remove the uterus, the 
right (fallopian) tube, the right ovary, 
and possibty ihe teft ovary* He said 
that he agreed with the origine! diag¬ 
nosis; that the hysierectomy uras 
necessary, and so forth and so on. 
Now, yesterday he suddenly reuersed 
his de cis ion and said that he had, in 
facl, nol ptanned to do a hysterectomy, 
thai he had ptannerf to do exploratory 

surgery to find out ifa hysterectotny 
were necessary , Atso, yesterday 
moming, two members of the T\BJ m 
were escorted to this room by a 
member of the staff fiere, by a nurse 
hare**. 


rtghi after that and said that rny sur - 
gcry had been rcscheduled, earlier 
that moming . / had taiked with kim 
and we had already 7 m escheduled the 
surgery for the I3th of this nionth, 
He came in and he said that this re- 
scheduled surgery had been cara-

is that you*re not cancelling the sur- 
gery becausc of the visit from the 
F.B.l,, yoidre cancelling it becaitse 
of so-cailed indecisiveness on my 
part, which we had already discussed

I told kim that l was 
certain that he was subordinate to 
someone here, He gave me the neme 
of his supervisor, and ! asked to 
see her, Dr. Carol Braga. She came 
down and acted as if she had no 
knowtedge that the F.BJ. had been 
here. She "wasn’t aware** of anj of 
the moming* s activities at ali t wkat- 
soever. So , I explained to her the sipu- 
ation, how the surgery had can- 
celled, had then been rescheduled, 
and then t after the appearance of the 
F,BJ., had been cancelted again. So, 
dfter l had explained the entire situ - 
aHon to her, she said, 44 The sur- 
gery will be rescheduled on Jtdy the 
I3th, when you can come in and have 
the stirgery doneF* From talking with 
her, I gathered that they were under 
the impression that the F.BJ: people 
were here in some connection with 
the hospita!, This is supposedly the 
whole thingf that they didn*t uxmt the 
hospüal to have anything to do with 
the F.BJ.... 

it was al this point that we starled 
questioning them as to the whole 
diagnosis, as to the actuat neces- 
sity of my having, at 23 years of 
age, a complete hysterectomy r and 
were there any altematives to having 
that done, With this, they went into 


a huddle. They had a meeting donrt 
at the end of the halt , and they he - 
came very reluctant lo speak with 
u$ 9 to talk with u $ . I later asked 
to see Dr. Galen, again, who came 
in, and refused to talk becausc a 
tape recorder was on. Dr. Galen 
finally did say that all the doctors 
had agreed with the original diag¬ 
nosis, but that he had not planned 
to do a hysterectomy, anyway; he 
had planned to do exploraiory sur- 
gery m „ He then informed me that 
Dr. Braga, who i$ the Head of the 
Gynecology Department, and Dr. Er- 
nest Page, who is the Chairman of 
the Obstetrics and Gynecology De¬ 
partment, would be along with him, 
and that they would be in tomorrow 
moming to examine me. Suddenty, 
they were ,4 cancemed" . At that point, 
he said they would confer and "decide 
just what was best"... After they had 
already insisted hysterectomy was the 
only solulion ... 

This moming ( July 7ih ), then, Dr. 
Page and Dr. Braga came (and 1 
might add that Dr. Gaten has been 
removed from the case)... Dr. Page 
and Dr. Braga examined me this 
moming, and they said that they agreed 
with the original diagnosis also . But, 
Dr. Page also feit that ot this time 
a hysterectomy may not be necessary;

Rccently, the Congress ional Black 
Caucus proved, once again, that the 
basic rights af Black and poor people 
in this country are being trampled 
upotu Led hy R rot her Ron Dellums 
(CaUfomia), the Caucus lieki a four- 
day series of hearings (from June 
2óth through June 29th) in Washington, 
D.C. io document the fact that theU.S* 
Government is engaged in activittes 
that violate ks own laws, In these 
"Government Lawlessness 1 ' Hear¬ 
ings, lt was discovered that such 
unlikely Black personalities as Roy 
Wilkms and Harry Belafonte areunder 
F.BJ. surveillance, that Congres- 
sional aliocation of cïtizens* tax dol¬ 
lars is being side-stepped away from 
goals of atdirtg Black and poor people, 
and that, in genera!, the U,S, Govern¬ 
ment ts engaging In a number of 
other crimlnai acts. 

As a result of the four-day hear¬ 
ings, Congressman Dellums and other 
Congressional Black Caueusmembers 
are noitfying. through letter, thevari- 
qus persons and governnicmal agen- 
cies in violation üf dhe law of the 
concrete findings, These letters de- 
mand act ion, action co cease [1lL ^ L ‘ 
lawless act ivi lies, begin properly 
c banneling funds that are ear-marked 
for the poor or face crlmmal nti- 

gat ion in LJ*S t Cöurts. 


Th is is truly an historie moment 
in U.S . history and a boid step on 
the part of Brother Dellums and other 
Congres si on al Black Caucus mom¬ 
bers , With thé total community united 
on these issues, th is government w ill 
be made to acE in our interests or 
find that a government of, for, anti 
by the People wül be instiruted In 
its stead.

Welfare Rights Qrgamzation (N\VRO)> 
More over, despite the new regula¬ 
tions compliance is stili nonexistml 

Section IJ 1 5 Wolvers: The Sociat Se- 
curity Act has a pro vis ion which 
alhivs wolvers of certain federol wel¬ 


fare regulations, for short-term t li- 
mited l, demonstrations rt . Höwever, 
under the guise of*' experimentation *' , 
HEW is using this section in such 
States as CaUfomia and New York* 
to drop some protection for welfare 
recipients built-into present welfare 
legislation, and to test some of the 
most onerous provisionsof the Admin¬ 
istratiefs $a-called welfare reforms 
before Congress had even approved it. 

Food Stamps: As endorsed by Con¬ 
gress, this program gave a braad 
mandate lo provide food stamps to 
enrich the diets of a whole spectrum 
of poor and near-poor American s. 
Ho wever, the federal Food Stamp 
guidelines have been sorestrtetive 
as to allow oniy a narrow segment 
of those in need to qmlify. 

HOUSING ’ 

Public Housing: Since the 1937 Hous- 
ing Act , Congress has reafflrmed its 
commitment to fumish low-rent pub¬ 
lic housing for poor American fami¬ 
lies and the elderly . Recently OMB 
and HUD have virtually kalled the 
program by impounding approptfoted 
fonds and by issuingregulations which 
preclude siting projects inmanyareas 
mosf in need of better housing* HUD 
had a backlog of 500*000 units ap¬ 
proved and ivaiting for fonds* which 
had been “frozen** by OMB. Then 
the department issued its ft site selec- 
tion criteria** and dl0*000 of those 

approved units were “ de-setected ,J 
af ter the criteria were applied , Those 
criteria* which also appty to other 
HUD programs — urban reneual, 
moderate-income housing , federaliy 
assisted h code mforcement -- so nar- 
row the legistation that inner city 
neighborhoods no longer qualify for 
most federal housing programs * HUD 
developed and issued these guidelines 
without the knowledge or permission 
of Congress, yet they clearly contra - 
vene législative in tent. 

Model Cities; In 1966 Congress ex- 
pressed its intent that cïtizens should 

participaté in tfiv Model Cities plan¬ 
ning proces s. For the next six years* 
HUD nacillated in its enforcement of 
these requirements , citizens had lo 
resorl to pvotracted iiiigation inmany

To Black, poor and op- 
presséd people, "The War" hasnever 
made sense, There has heen, for the 
people, na justlfying it wich reactton- 
ary, insult mg phrases such as "cort- 
caining Commumsm", or "making the 
World safe for Democracy", We, the 
oppressed of America, Black, Cht- 
cano, poor whites,hnve been used as 
cafmoTi fodder on the front Hnes of 
Vietnam in a war that we, the people, 
never declared; a war rhar even the 
Congress of tlie United States did 
not deel are, as must be Jone, accord- 
ing to the American Constltutlon. lc 
is clear, then^hat this is Nixon' £ War, 
as it was Johnson's War, and Ken- 
nedy J s War. 

Mülions of lis have made our anger 
toward the U.S. Government and sup¬ 
port of the Vietnamese people known, 


by iaking ro the streets in protest. 
We have demanded an immediale halt 
to this war through rallies and demon- 
scrarions, refusal to pay taxes that 
are iiRed ro uphold the U,S. reac- 
tionary war machine, or refusal to 
be drafted ro fight ïn the U.S, Army 
against the innocent Vietnamese peo¬ 
ple. 


The total madness of the war has 
not esenped the scrutbiy of nny objec¬ 
tie person. We are teerering on the 
bring of World War UT; Ü Is Nixon's 
faidt, and everyone is beginningto see 
that. Not "iity are the most affected 
people heve in America, Black people, 
ejlIiüj so-called minor EcïeSj legians of 
youth who are eligtblr for the draft, 
as well as U.S. soldtefs themseives, 
opposing the war, bui the not-so-poor, 
professional and elite communie les of 
this country, whose oppresgion can 
he sa ld rn he minimal, have raken 
a concrete and posltfve stand agamst 


the U.S. planned genocide of the Viet¬ 
namese people. 

On Tuesday, June 27th, for example, 
alxiut 111 people, most of whom are 
very prominent in the arttsde and 
setentifte professions, conducted a 
"lay-in" in the foyer leading to the 
Senate Charnbers, ïn Washington,D.C., 
to protest the Vietnam War, Among 
these p rot esters were actresses Can- 
dice Bergen and Barkit a Marris, pro¬ 
ducer Bert Schreider {"Five Raay 
Pïeees" and "Uasy Rider"), film 
director Kmil D' Antenio, actor Jon 
Volgt. Ur. Benjamin Spock, Karl Hess, 
and 3’rinccton University professor 
of law, Rlchard Falk. ['hese humane 
people, whom Nixon had never expec- 
ted wou ld oppose him, lay on the 
Boor and sane songs, which reverber- 
ated throughaut and shook the closed 
S en a te Charnbers Ets elf. 

Senator Barry Goldwater, who, En 
1964, made an unsuccessful bid for 
the Presldency, came out of the Sen- 
ate Charnbers rn set? whar was hap- 
p^ningt abowhig cxacily v*hui kind of 

ï } resident he wou ld have made. He 
smiled, accepted' a petitïon, and left* 
The re was little concern shown on 
his pari, and it was not expected. 
He supports Nixon and the War. Other 
Senators, such as Republïcan Morris 
H, Cotton, came out to show their 
disrespect for the people, also, by 
eicher Ignoring the demonstrators 
completely or by uttering outright 
fascist statements. Senator Cotton, 
once Lnside che Senate Charnbers, in- 
rerrupted a farcical "debare" on ap- 
propriations for the Health^ Fducetion 
and Welfare Department (funds which 
the oppressed masses wül never see 
anyway), with a complaint totheSenate 
of hnving to “fight" hls way through 

the protescers. He also complained of 
havlng his picture taken: he saki, 
"It (the picture) will prohably be 
in the Washington Post in the morn- 
ïng to show bmv Indifferent I am to 
the dear, poor suffering people *■ znd 
l hope to heil it does' " 

Needless to say, most of the pre¬ 
testers were arrested by Capttol po- 
iice, and charged with obstructief the 
passageway 10 t!ie Sonate. It 1® 3 
positive sign when those who 
"made it" stand in unirs wtth the 
oppres set I masses of America, With 
the Vietnamese peüpïe. We wolcome 
their commïrtfient.

Th is pracrice is nol confined to 
governrnent. it can also be found in 
the so-oailed service agencies Kke 
the United Fond or United Services, 
Many peopie give to these agencies 
only tü ease their conscience for rob- 
bïng the poor for so many years. 
Büc the directors of the agencies, who 
are already rtch r are getcing their 
share too. After everynne else gecs 
their cut o ff the top, the poor are 
usually left with only enough to obcain 
"table sc raps'\ 

U's imeresüng to note that the 
yiilwaukee area has built several nev; 
Y MC A'S and Y WC A's in recent years. 
Ho wever, thé biggest and best ones 
usually go to the affluent, white sec- 
tions of the city and suburhs. E’he 
inner city and other poor areas which 


have a greater nced than the wealthy 
parts of the city for the reereational, 
educational and social programs and 
facilttles they offer are still without 
ihem. The poor are the ones whocan't 
afford to go across rovm to get to 
the Y p or who canT afford the exor¬ 
bitant membership fees, And instead 
of providing jobs and training for 
Blacks and other erhnic groups, the 
facilities are al most always run and 
staffed by whites, 

This phenomenon of robbïng the poor 
utider the guise of helping the poor can 
also be seen in the fund drives of 
these chartties. Comribucions are ta* 
free and the big tax breaks always go 
to the wealthy although the poor usti- 
ally give a greater share of their 
income* 

And who do the fancy, expensive 
awards and plaques go co? The big 
donors and eompanies who give only 


to ïmpres.s the public and increase 
their business, True change will only 
come when we have all the lacts 
about actual expenditures. Demon- 
strations, protestB, stx-tns, and letters 
are ftne in bringing attention to the 
problem and gettlng lip-service from 
the politicians. But what we need 
more chan anything is money to meet 
the rteeds of the poor; A way to get 
it is for those who are nut a pare 
of the self-benefiring and protecting 
elite to vlgorously and thoroughly 
investigate and exposc the schemes 
of those who are, When you Look 
into the situaüon, you will realize 
that in many cases, private money 
is not being raised nor public funds 
spent to promote neëded chaóge; 
racher, it is being spent by private 
pames and public officials to protect 1 
themselves from change by preventing 
iï, mak mg the power ful richer and 
the weak poorer.

Suzy Games f qualifications for the 
directorship come not from a piece 
of paper, tmt from tne enaorsement 
of those she serves , This is the unly 
requirement she needs to be the Di¬ 
rector of the Senior Citizens Pro¬ 
gram . The people, and the progres - - 
sive members of the B.C.D.C. Board, 
therefore, stand behind her one kun- 
dred percent. 

At that July 6th meeting, it ioas 
finally decided that the members of 
the Senior Citizens Program wilt be 
delivered the promised funds (The 
Senior Citizens Program was to have 
been handled through the Berkeley 
Model Cities Program, which couldn't 
do so.

When, ih the ccurse of human events, it becomes 
neces^ary for one people to dissolve the politica! bands 
which have connected them with another, and to assume, 
among the powers of the earth, the separate and equai 
station co which the laws of nature and nature's God 
entitle them, a decent respect co che opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the causes which impe! 
them to the separation, 

We hold these truchis co be s elf-evident, that all men 
are created equal; that they are endowed by their 
Creaior with cercaln unaiienable rights; that among 
these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 
That. to secure these rïghrs, gnvernmpnrs are fnstituted 
among men, deriving their Just powers from the consent 

of the govemed; that, whenever any form of govemment 
becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of 
the people co alter or to abolish ït T and to insiltute a 
new govemment, laying its foundation on stich prin- 
ciples, and organizing its powers in such form, as to 
them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and 
happiness. Prudence^ inde ed* will die t at e that go ver nments 
long establfshed should not be changed for light and 
transient causes; and, accordingly, all experience hafh 
shown that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while 
evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to which they are accustomed. Bul, when 
a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursulng invari- 
ably the same object, evinces .i design to reduce them 
under absolute desjxjtism,. ii is their right, it is their 
duty, to throw off such govemment, and to provide 
üew gufflpds for their future security.

the striking Kaiser Hospital werkers 
thaci whenever they requested, the 
Black Panrher Party would man the 
pieket lines with 500 people. 

Ironically, just as the press con¬ 
ference ended, a sister by the name 
of Brenda Hjdson came up to Chair- 
mati Bóhby and Rlaine Brown, and 
spnke of the racist rreatmenc she had 
just receWed from Kuiser Hospital. 
Sister Brenda Hjdson had gone to 
Kaiser Hospita! to receive treotmem 
for a uery bad recurring headache. 
She was tnld by a hospitaI official 
rhat she couid nm receive treatment 
there (although she has the ' 'alm ighty " 
Kaiser Card), and that Kaiser Hospi¬ 
ta! was oniy caking in "extreme emer- 
gency cases'', such as hearï attnck 
victims. Sister Hudson had been going 
back and forrh to Kaiser Hospital 
up until Juty 5th, when they deeided 
co discontinue her r rent ment. In all

the time thac she bas gone there» 
she has not received ore x-ray of 
her head, which means (bther than 
the face that the hospital has no con¬ 
cern for her life), that they cannot 
even diagnose what is wrong with her, 

Brenda Hudson's headaches began 
at the end of List year, when she was 
tnvolved in a car accident, her head 
havLng gone thruugh the car wind- 
shicld, Kaiser Hospital refused to 
see her then, even though she had 
Kaiser Hospital coverage. luscead, 
Brenda wound up gplng to High land 
Counry Hospital, in Oakland» which 
is realiy no bet ter than Kaiser. 

So now, Kaiser Hospital says it is 
only treating "emergency cases 1 *, but 
they have never renlly treated Black 
and poot people in the first place, 
The Kaiser Hospita! racist admln- 
ïstration is turnïng paciems away dur- 
ing ïhe werkers’ strike to confuse 
the people. They want the people to 


be lieve that it js the striking Kaiser 
Hospital werkers' fault Chat they can- 
not recetve medlcal attentlon, in order 
to create a divisïon in the commumty, 
so that the Kaiser workerswül not have 
community support, The insanity of 
this is that it is the hospita! werkers 
that are on strike, not the racist doc¬ 
tors, They are still ai Kaiser; ’waititig 
for the strike to end, so that they can 
résumé mak In g big money profits. 
The Kaiser Hospital strike Es tiearing 
complet ion, atentatlvesettlement hav- 
Eng been reached beiween Kaiser Hus- 
pital and Union Local 29 Kaiser em¬ 
ployees, on the night of July 8th, 1972, 

We hope that all of the striking 
wolkers' demands ure met, If nol» 
and they decide to continue the strike, 
we further hope that the oppressed 
community, in general, wsll stand in 
unity with them.
